The meeting was attended 
by representatives of the Federation of the Ku Klux Klan, 
Alabama.; Assbolation of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Southern 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Florida; Association of Georgia 
Klahs, Georgia; Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, North Carolina; 
Association of South Carolina Klans, South Carolina; Dixie: 
KhightS of the Ku Klux Klan, Tennessee; and Kyksos Klan, Texas. 

This source advised that at a consolidation 
at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5, 1960, at which the North 
Carolina and Texas Klans were not represented, it was resolved 
and passed that their name be changed to National Ku Klux Klan.

1963 In an effort to unite the Klan groups under a single 
leadership. 

The organization was granted a charter in DeKalb 
Col^nty, Georgia) November 1, 1963, under the name National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., as a "patriotic, secret, 
social, and benevolent order." 

A s ource advised in | | that the 

organization had Issued a statement of Its program which 
Indicated the organization to be anti-Negro, anti- Jewish, 
antl-Catholic, and antl-Forelgn born. 

The source advised in that the 

organization has a headquarters in Tucker, Georgia, and the 
day-to-day operations are under the direction of JAMES R, 
VENABLE, Chairman.

"Minutemen” literature mailed to members in the past 
has furnished instructions in the use of explosives and has 
also given details for the. making of explosive compounds from 
Sucii' r^ accessible ingredients as a common fertilizer, 

ammonium nitrate.

The second group to be made uP of 
all members who have been publicly identified, or who there is 
reason to believe have been identified as "Minutemen'* members 
by an agency of the Federal Government.

In announcing the reorganization, stated that 

a bompiete resistance movement Involving total resistance must 
involve not only guerrilla warfare, but that it must Involve 
psychological and political warfare as well.

to effect was to build a political party that as'such would 
have legal immunity, which would serve as a communications 
network for patriots that have other interests, and among 
whose members these other patriots can maintain their secrecy 
of identity. All future correspondence and communications on

On August 19, 1967, Chief of Police Kenneth 
Graham, Lincoln Heights, Ohio, Police Department, advised 
that the following five individuals were arrested by his 
department at approximately 2:30 A.M., August 19, 1967, 
being charged with passing out literature and posting 
bills without a permit: 



Chief Graham explained that the above individuals 
were arrested in connection with the above charge in the 
nearby vicinity of the Lincoln Heights High School. Chief 
Graham added that the posters and literature which were being 
distributed and passed in various locations around the high 
school advertized the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
(NKKKK), some of which Issued invitations to join the NKKKK 
and, of course, additional literature promoted hate ideas 
between the white and black races.

actual purpose for revocation of the cnarter was not because 
the National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan is on the U.S, 
Attorney General's subversive list, but because it was felt 
the existence of a state granted charter would encourage the 
Klan to make the claim it was ’’state sanctioned” and therefore 
entirely legitimate. 

In actuality the Ku Klux Klan and not the National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan has been designated by the U.S. 
Attorney General pursuant to Executive Order 10450, 
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
